^ | ^HE  manner  in  which  the  President  waxed 
eloquent  over  that  wholesome  regula- 
tion known  as  the  “8.5  rule,”  at  the  opening 
exercises  of  the  year,  indicated  that  those 
who  last  year  came  within  the  scope  of  its 
operation  are  not  the  only  persons  recognizing 
its  utility.  His  statement  that  over  fifty  per 
cent,  of  the  present  Senior  and  Junior  Classes 
were  exempted  from  examinations  shows  very 
well  the  amount  of  hard  work  it  extracted 
during  term  time;  while  the  great  increase  in 
attendance  at  all  exercises  over  preceding  years 
and  the  marvelous  decrease  of  bodily  ailments 
and  such  time  honored  and  questionable  excu- 
ses go  a great  way  towards  proving  conclusively 
the  truth  of  the  President’s  assertion  that  the 
rule  is  one  of  the  most  salutary  yet  prescribed 
by  the  Faculty. 

THIS  issue  of  The  Burr  is  sent  to  every 
member  of  the  Freshman  Class,  and  we 
hope  the  number  of  subscriptions  with  which 
we  are  favored  from  that  class  shall  equal  the 
number  composing  it.  It  is  not  so  much  a 
question  of  choice  whether  a student  should 
subscribe  to  his  college  paper  as  it  is  a matter 
of  duty.  Every  one  seems  to  think  that  finan- 
cial and  personal  support  should  be  given  to 
the  foot  ball  team  and  other  athletic  institu- 
tions. We  are  glad  that  it  is  so,  and  only 
hope  that  the  feeling  were  stronger.  But  that 
just  as  hearty  backing  is  due  the  editors  of 
the  college  paper,  a medium  through  which 
the  sentiment  of  the  place  is  expressed,  seems 
rarely  to  enter  into  the  minds  of  those  who 
should  be  interested.  Looking  at  the  matter 
in  this  light  let  not  only  every  new  student,  but 
every  one  else  in  the  University  as  well,  favor 
us  with  his  subscription. 

THE  BURR  suggested  last  Spring  the 
the  propriety  of  holding  mock  National 
Conventions  for  the  purpose  of  nominating 
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candidates  for  the  Presidency.  The  suggestion 
was  not  acted  upon,  however,  and  thereby 
considerable  amusement  and  profit  were  lost. 
Now,  it  occurs  to  us  it  would  be  an  excellent 
idea  for  the  adherents  of  the  different  parties 
to  organize  active  campaign  clubs.  There  is 
no  earthly  reason  why  such  affairs  should  not 
be  in  existence  at  Lehigh  as  well  as  at  other 
colleges;  and  yet  the  indifference  of  a majority 
of  our  students  to  undertaking  anything  a trifle 
outside  the  sphere  of  their  actual  duties  or 
something  not  strictly  in  accordance  with  pre- 
cedent or  custom  is  singularly  conspicuous. 
Let  us,  then,  have  some  vigorous  campaign 
organizations,  involving  torchlight  parades, 
speeches  and  plenty  of  enthusiasm  to  develop 
a keener  interest  in,  and  knowledge  of,  the 
politics  of  our  country. 

/\  N attempt  is  being  made  to  revive  the 
Agora,  a literary  society  that  was  or- 
ganized two  years  ago  and  composed  exclusive 
ly  of  students  in  the  Department  of  Literature. 
Meetings  were  htld  regularly  for  about  a year, 
but  then  they  were  discontinued  for  lack  of 
support.  Our  literary  students  do  not  seem  to 
see  the  advantage,  not  to  say  necessity,  of  such 
a society.  And  yet,  of  what  use  is  a know- 
ledge of  Latin  and  Greek,  of  history  and  philo- 
sophy, if  one  is  not  able  to  express  his  opinions 
and  his  thoughts  in  plain,  forcible  language  ? 
To  the  technical  students  its  advantages  are 
also  very  great.  Their  courses  offer  very  little 
work  of  a literary  character,  the  reason  gener- 
ally  given  being  lack  of  time.  But  even  these 
students,  crowded  as  they  are  with  work, 
might  profitably  take  part  in  a debate  on  some 
question  or  read  an  essay  on  some  subject  in 
which  they  are  interested.  A plan  is  now  on 
foot  by  which  some  technical  students  are  to 
be  admitted  to  the  society,  if  it  is  reorganized. 
There  is  plenty  of  material  in  Lehigh  to  form 
a rousing  society,  if  only  the  students  will  be- 
come sufficiently  interested  in  it.  In  other 
colleges  lectures  are  frequently  given  under 
the  auspices  of  literary  societies,  and  if  this 


society  could  succeed  in  doing  this,  it  would 
prove  of  advantage  to  the  whole  college. 

^ I '''HAT  the  lectures  delivered  last  year  in 
Christmas  Hall  were  a success,  no  one 
will  gainsay;  indeed,  the  large  attendance  of 
the  students  on  these  occasions  is  a proof  in 
itself  that  the  kindness  of  the  speakers  was 
fully  appreciated.  Now  that  the  vacation  is  a 
thing  of  the  past  and  a long  Winter  of  hard 
work  a thing  of  the  near  future,  the  question 
arises,  will  we  have  the  advantages  of  similar 
discourses  again  ? 

The  studies  such  a large  percentage  of  the 
college  are  pursuing  being  of  an  entirely  tech- 
nical character,  while  the  formidable  rosters 
most  of  us  groan  under  leave  little  time  for 
reading,  our  students  are  apt  to  slip  into  that 
narrow  rut  so  dangerous  and  yet  so  tempting 
to  the  delver  into  the  mysteries  of  technics, 
and  anything  that  will  prevent  this  is  certainly 
a boon.  Last  year  Dr.  Coppee’s  Shaksperian 
lectures,  by  opening  the  eyes  of  some  of  us  to 
the  grandeur  of  the  great  dramatist,  did  untold 
good.  In  the  same  way,  although  by  differ- 
ent channels,  did  Professors  Williams  and 
Remsen  confer  a great  benefit  upon  those 
who  had  the  pleasure  of  listening  to  them. 

May  not  the  scope  of  our  lecture  course  be 
enlarged  this  year  ? On  paper  we  have  those 
lectures  of  Dr.  Ringer  upon  the  history  of 
Europe — let  us  have  them  in  reality ; let  the 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  the  Tau  Beta  Pi  Societies 
aid  in  the  good  work ; let  the  Chemical  and 
Engineering  Societies  swing  into  line,  and  let 
not  the  members  of  the  Faculty  be  backward 
in  ascending  the  rostrum  in  the  lecture  room. 

npHE  incoming  Freshman  Class,  judging 
from  what  we  have  been  able  to  dis- 
cover, contains  most  excellent  material.  In 
the  entiance  examinations  they  reflected  credit 
on  the  class  as  a whole.  Although  not  so 
large  as  its  predecessors,  nor,  in  fact,  so  large 
as  was  expected,  from  outside  appearances  and 
from  what  can  be  learned  from  the  usual  petty

rushes  with  the  Sophomore  Class,  it  contains 
quite  a number  of  athletes  and  will  no  doubt 
make  a showing  this  Fall  on  the  foot-ball  field 
and  in  other  athletic  sports. 

The  classes  for  the  past  few  years  have,  for 
the  most  part,  contained  a rather  young  set  of 
men,  but  we  are  glad  to  see  that  'Ninety-two 
shows  indication  of  men  of  a more  mature 
age. 

There  are  several  things  to  which  the  Fresh- 
men should  direct  their  attention,  and  these, 
of  course,  after  paying  due  attention  to  their 
studies,  are  our  various  athletic  teams. 

The  foot-ball  and  base-ball  teams  have  been 
sadly  weakened  by  the  graduation  of  the  Class 
of  '88,  and  if  sufficient  practice  is  obtained 
there  is  no  reason  why  one  or  more  of  these 
places  should  not  go  to  the  Class  of  ’92;  in 
base-ball,  particularly,  we  need  a catcher. 

A few  words  with  regard  to  rushing  would 
not,  perhaps,  be  out  of  place  and  to  the  Fresh- 
men we  would  foresay,  that  while  rushing  ex- 
ists as  it  does,  purely  under  sufferance  of  the 
Faculty,  it  would  not  be  wise  to  abuse  this 
privilege,  or  the  comparatively  harmless  ebul- 
lition of  spirits  will  be  abolished. 

By  this  we  do  not  mean  to  do  no  rushing  at 
all,  as  nothing  is  farther  from  our  meaning, 
but  what  we  do  mean  is,  not  to  make  it  a 
measure  and  cause  the  Faculty  to  abolish  it 
altogether. 

^^EVERAL  articles  appeared  in  this  paper 
last  year  as  to  the  propriety  of  wearing 
the  gown  and  mortar-board  cap.  The  Class 
of  '88  was  urged  to  adopt  them  for  use  on 
Commencement  Day,  but  no  action  was  taken 
in  the  matter.  Now,  in  the  beginning  of  the 
college  year,  The  Burr  desires  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Class  of  ’89,  and  of  the  other 
classes  as  well,  to  this  subject. 

The  custom  of  wearing  the  cap  and  gown 
originated  in  the  English  Universities,  and  has 
been  adopted  by  many  of  our  own  colleges 
with  general  satisfaction. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  going  too  far  to  wear 


them  in  the  recitation  room  at  first.  But  an 
experiment  might  be  made  on  some  special 
occasion — for  instance,  on  Founder’s  Day. 
Would  it  not  add  to  the  solemnity  of  the  occa- 
sion if  our  four  hundred  students  marched 
into  the  church,  wearing  the  cap  and  gown  ? 

It  may  be  objected  that  the  gown  is  too 
cumbrous  for  every-day  wear.  As  the  large 
majority  of  our  students  are  technicals,  a great 
part  of  whose  time  is  spent  in  the  field,  shop, 
or  laboratory,  they  will  say  that  the  gown  will 
impede  them  in  their  work.  If  experience 
should  prove  this  to  be  the  case,  the  gown 
might  be  dispensed  with  in  recitation. 

At  any  rate,  there  can  hardly  be  any  question 
in  regard  to  its  fitness  on  the  platform  at  Com- 
mencement. Full  dress  has  been  discarded 
by  many  for  the  occasion,  while  others  still 
cling  to  it.  Why  not  adopt  a uniform  dress, 
and  that  a cap  and  gown  ? 

We  hope  that  'Eighty-nine  will  seriously 
consider  the  matter,  and,  by  wearing  it  at  their 
graduation,  set  an  example  which  succeeding 
classes  would  undoubtedly  follow.  It  would 
be  a great  step  in  the  path  of  that  progress 
which  Lehigh  has  always  in  view,  and  would 
for  ever  set  at  rest  that  vexed  question  : “What 
shall  I wear  on  University  Day  ?” 

T T is  not  the  intention  of  the  new  Editorial 
Board,  into  whose  hands  the  control  of 
The  Burr  has  passed,  to  spend  much  time  in 
giving  vent  to  any  very  great  declarations  of 
what  it  expects  to  do  in  the  way  of  administer- 
ing the  affairs  of  the  paper.  The  very  quality 
of  newness,  which  appertains  to  us,  implies,  at 
the  same  time,  a certain  amount  of  inexperi- 
ence. As  a natural  consequence,  our  maiden 
efforts  may  savor,  more  or  less  highly,  of  these 
attributes,  which  time,  of  course,  will  eradicate. 
It  is  our  intention,  however,  to  do  all  in  our 
power  to  make  Volume  the  Eighth  as  interest- 
ing, as  accurate  and  as  complete  as  is  possible 
in  an  institution  where  the  number  of  spare 
hours  for  the  pursuit  of  literary  work  falls  a 
1 trifle  short  of  the  number  of  stars  in  the  heav- 
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ens.  In  working  out  our  purpose  we  shall  need 
the  hearty  and  undivided  support  of  our  stud- 
ent body  and  the  alumni.  We  ask  every 
member  of  the  University  to  do  his  share,  in- 
significant compared  with  ours,  in  making 
The  Burr  prosper,  not  only  by  subscribing,  but 
by  contributing  as  well.  Leaving  the  matter 
of  subscriptions  to  the  financial  manager  and 
to  the  generous  sense  of  duty  of  those  who 
are  expected  to  give  pecuniary  aid  to  our  en- 
deavors, if  we  should  undertake  to  invent  new 
phrases  by  which  to  express  our  feelings  on  the 
lack  of  contributions,  over  which  previous 
Boards  have  exhausted  every  available  com- 
bination of  words  in  the  language,  we  might 
waste  much  valuable  time.  Let  us,  therefore, 
at  the  commencement  of  our  editorial  career, 
merely  make  a plain  statement  that  the 
columns  of  The  Burr  are  open  to  all  contri- 
butions of  such  merit  as  warrants  their  inser- 
tion; and  we  hope  that  the  import  of  this 
statement  may  linger  in  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  those  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  organ 
of  our  students  during  the  whole  year,  mov- 
ing them,  from  time  to  time,  to  recognize  its 
true  meaning  and  urging  them  to  act  according- 
ly. If  such  occurs,  this,  together  with  what 
the  Editors  themselves  will  faithfully  endeavor 
to  perform,  will  render  it  inevitable  that  The 
Burr  will  not  only  adhere  to  the  standard  of 
the  past,  but  even  rise  higher  in  the  scale  of 
excellence  than  it  has  heretofore  been  found. 

A 7HTH  commendable  energy  the  mem- 
* bers  of  the  Engineering  Society  held 
their  first  meeting  for  the  year  on  the  evening 
of  September  13,  the  second  day  of  the  term. 
A large  number  of  students  from  both  the 
Senior  and  Junior  classes  were  elected  to  mem- 
bership, and  a general  discussion  took  place 
as  to  the  ways  and  means  for  making  the  so- 
ciety of  more  benefit  to  its  members  and  rais- 
ing it  to  a more  important  position  among  our 
University  organizations. 

We  wish  to  take  advantage  of  this  oppor- 


tunity to  urge  upon  the  newly  elected  mem- 
bers the  propriety  of  their  acceptance  of  the 
election  in  such  a spirit  as  to  make  the  com- 
ing year  the  most  successful  of  the  society’s 
existence  thus  far.  From  sad  experience  The 
Burr  can  testify  that  the  inclinations  of  our 
average  undergraduates  do  not  tend  toward 
work  of  a literary  character,  and  the  remark  is 
often  made  that  the  atmosphere  of  our  Uni- 
versity world  is  not  favorable  to  the  prosper- 
ous existence  of  literary  societies. 

Two  such  organizations,  the  Agora  and  the 
Athenaeum,  have  risen,  prospered  (?)  and  de- 
clined within  the  last  few  years,  and  now  one 
can  find  few  students  courageous  enough  to 
propose  the  resurrection  of  either  one.  The 
history  of  previous  societies,  if  looked  into, 
would  probably  be  strikingly  similar  to  some 
of  our  latter-day  experiences. 

The  Engineering  Society,  however,  has  been 
in  active  operation  for  the  greater  portion  of 
the  time  since  1873,  and  its  progress  during 
the  past  three  years,  since  the  establishment 
of  the  Journal , has  been  especially  gratifying 
to  its  friends. 

There  is  still  room,  however,  for  great  im- 
provement, and  much  must  be  done  before 
the  members  can  hope  even  to  approach  their 
ideal ; but  under  the  new  constitution  adopted 
last  year  material  progress  can  confidently  be 
expected  if  the  society  is  well  supported  by 
the  University  at  large. 

As  the  Faculty  has  in  late  years  so  changed 
the  engineering  curriculum  that  the  technical 
instruction  begins  much  earlier  in  the  course 
than  formerly,  the  society  has  acknowledged 
this  spirit  of  progress  by  making  students  of 
the  engineering  schools  in  the  Sophomore 
Class  eligible  to  election  as  associate  mem- 
bers. A proposition  is  now  before  the  society 
to  inaugurate  a series  of  lectures  on  technical 
subjects  from  eminent  specialists.  Other  tech- 
nical institutions,  notably  Cornell  University, 
have  adopted  this  plan  with  great  success,  and 
the  only  guaranty  necessary  to  equal  success 
here  would  be  the  hearty  support  of  our  stu- 
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dents  and  the  sympathies  and  cooperation  of 
the  authorities. 

The  reasons  so  often  stated  for  the  non-suc- 
cess of  the  literary  societies  should  have  no 
force  when  applied  to  the  Engineering  Society, 
and  while  the  absence  of  a literary  spirit 
among  our  students  is  to  be  deplored,  let  us 
atone  for  it  in  a practical  way  by  giving  our 
hearty  support  to  existing  organizations.

The 
assured  success  of  this  venture,  financially  and 
otherwise,  renders  it  extremely  probable  that 
other  buildings,  to  be  run  on  the  same  plan, 
will  be  fitted  up  in  the  near  future,  unless,  of 
course,  our  wishes  for  dormitories  materialze. 
By  the  way,  The  Gossip  feels  sure  that  every- 
one would  like  to  hear  what  has  come  of  the 
petition  handed  in  by  the  under-graduates  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
which  was  referred  to  its  Executive  Committee.

The  Gossip  has  noted  with  pleasure  the  in- 
crease of  late  in  the  number  of  chapter  houses 
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made  by  several  of  the  fraternities  represented 
in  the  University.  In  addition  to  those  be- 
longing to  the  local  chapters  of  Psi  Upsilon 
and  Sigma  Phi,  the  Delta  Phi  and  Theta  Delta 
Chi  last  year  procured  comfortable  homes  for 
their  members;  and  now  the  Sigma  Phis,  finding 
their  house  too  small,  are  erecting  a handsome 
lodge  on  Fountain  Hill.  The  Gossip  under- 
stands that  a house  is  also  being  built  on 
Market  street  to  be  occupied  by  the  Phi  Delta 
Thetas.  That  such  action  on  the  part  of  the 
different  fraternities  marks  a great  and  distinct 
progress  is  asserted  by  the  most  distinguished 
fraternity  men  in  the  country.  The  members 
are  brought  into  a sense  of  proprietorship — 
into  a feeling  of  responsibility  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  property  and  its  reputation. 
There  is  a great  advantage  socially  and,  con- 
sidering the  comforts  obtained,  financially. 
The  Gossip  hopes  that  other  additions  will  be 
made  before  long  to  the  number.

THE  CLASSIFICATION  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

<^0  great  has  been  the  increase  in  the 
^ number  of  books  in  the  Library  that  it 
was  found  necessary,  in  the  business  of  the 
year,  to  arrange  the  whole  collection.  The 
work  of  transferring  the  books  was  begun  last 
May,  and  the  arrangement  is  now  almost  com- 
pleted. The  following  is  the  general  system 
of  classification  : Ten  general  classes  are  num- 
bered from  o to  9 inclusive,  o comprises 
General  Subjects;  I,  Philosophy;  2,  Theo- 
logy ; 3,  Sociology;  4,  Philology;  5,  Natural 
Science;  6,  Useful  Arts;  7,  Fine  Arts;  8, 
Literature;  9,  History.  Each  of  them  is  then 
subdivided  as  often  as  occasion  requires,  and 
each  subdivision  has  a number  which  is  based 
on  the  decimal  system.  For  instance,  800  is 
Literature,  820  is  English  Literature,  and  823 
represents  English  Fiction.  In  the  case  of 
History  this  division  is  sometimes  carried  out 
to  the  thousandth  of  a unit. 

With  a few  exceptions,  the  classes  are  ar- 
ranged in  numerical  order,  beginning  on  the 
third  floor  and  running  from  left  to  right  in 
the  series  of  alcoves.  General  subjects,  which 
comprise  bibliography,  literary  magazines  and 
newspapers,  cyclopedias  and  dictionaries,  are 
found  in  the  basement,  with  the  exception  of 
the  cyclopedias  and  dictionaries,  which  occupy 
the  middle,  alcove  of  the  first  floor.  Philoso- 
phy begins  in  the  middle  alcove  on  the  third 
floor;  then,  going  to  the  right,  we  find  Theo- 
logy,  which  includes  Religious  History  ; Soci- 
ology,  including  Political  Science  and  Law;  and 
lastly  Philology.  On  the  extreme  left  of 
the  second  floor  we  find  Natural  Science,  com- 
prising the  pure  sciences  and  Natural  History. 
All  of  the  Useful  Arts  are  also  placed  on  this 
floor,  with  the  exception  of  620,  Engineering, 
which  occupies  the  three  alcoves  to  the  right 
on  the  first  floor.  The  Fine  Arts  are  found 
on  the  first  floor  to  the  left,  and  the  remainder 
of  this  floor  is  occupied  by  general  literature. 
All  the  history  is  placed  in  the  basement,  and 
in  the  classification  history  also  includes  travels, 
geography  and  biography. 
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The  books  on  one  subject  are  thus  brought 
together,  and  are  then  arranged  alphabetically 
according  to  the  names  of  the  authors.  The 
class  number  to  which  each  book  belongs  is 
now  being  put  on  each  card  in  the  catalogue, 
and  with  the  aid  of  this  number  the  book  can 
be  readily  found.  While  a knowledge  of  this 
classification  is  very  important  to  those  who 
are  permitted  to  enter  the  alcoves,  it  is  also 
often  useful  for  other  readers  to  enable  them 
to  direct  the  desk  clerk  where  to  find  a certain 
book.

OPENING  EXERCISES. 

y\  MORE  quiet  assemblage  of  students 
than  that  which  met  upon  the  campus 
on  September  12th  to  inaugurate  the  twenty- 
third  year  of  the  Lehigh  University  was 
never  witnessed.  Had  it  not  been  for  the 
numerous  cordial  greetings  and  the  general 
handshaking,  which  characterize  the  reunion 
of  many  friends,  one  might  have  doubted  that 
another  term  was  soon  to  be  added  to  Lehigh’s 
short  but  successful  life.  The  Class  of  ’92, 
numbering  one  hundred  and  seven  admitted 
members,  having  formed  a solid  column  four 
abreast,  marched  quietly  into  the  chapel,  un- 
molested by  the  Sophomores,  and  took  their 
assigned  seats.  The  other  classes  quickly  fol- 
lowed, filling  the  transepts  of  the  church.  The 
exercises  were  opened  by  the  singing  of  the 


237th  hymn,  after  which  Rev.  A.  W.  Snyder 
conducted  the  usual  chapel  services.  The  an- 
nouncements customarily  made  by  the  pro- 
fessors were  omitted,  all  the  notices  in  regard 
to  text  books  and  lessons  having  been  placed 
on  the  bulletin  board  in  Packer  Hall.  Presi- 
dent Lamberton  then  spoke  of  the  signal  suc- 
cess of  the  8.5  rule  as  tried  last  year  and  ex- 
plained its  meaning  to  the  “ younglings,”  as 
he  styled  the  newcomers.  The  Class  of  ’89 
was  particularly  fortunate  in  having  over  50% 
of  its  members  being  excused  from  examina- 
tion on  account  of  regular  attendance  and 
high  standing.  It  was  further  stated  that  in 
the  future  no  weekly  marks  would  be  an- 
nounced, and  not  until  the  end  of  the  term 
could  one  ascertain  the  results  of  his  weekly 
work.  President  Lamberton  refuted  the  idea 
which  seems  to  have  spread  abroad  that  the 
standard  for  admission  was  so  high  here  that 
many  able  students  were  refused  entrance. 
But  one  change  has  been  made  in  the  require- 
ments for  admission  since  the  founding  ot 
this  University,  and  that  was  the  addition 
of  Physics.  Still  in  those  subjects  which  are 
required,  proficiency  is  demanded  before  one 
is  thought  suitable  to  pursue  a further  course 
in  this  institution.  As  proof  of  the  advisa- 
bility of  this  method  he  stated  that  as  op- 
posed to  a loss  of  from  50%  to  75%  in  the 
classes,  as  was  the  case  once,  last  year  the 
deficiency  was  but  8%.  One  hundred  and 
seventy-six  applications  were  made  for  admis- 
sion in  June  and  September,  one  hundred  and 
seven  of  whom  were  successful.  Of  these 
twenty-eight  will  pursue  the  new  four  years’ 
course  in  electricity,  seven  the  literary  course, 
while  the  remainder  will  be  technicals.  One 
new  professor  has  been  added  to  the  Faculty, 
Mr.  W.  A.  Robinson,  Princeton,  ’81,  who  will 
occupy  the  chair  of  Greek  made  vacant  by 
the  resignation  of  Prof.  W.  A.  Lamberton. 
Prof.  Robinson  has  lately  been  professor  of 
Greek  at  Bucknell  University,  Lewisburg,  Pa. 
In  the  corps  of  instructors  the  following 
changes  have  occurred:  R.  M.  Huse  will 
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fill  the  place  of  W.  K.  Gillett  as  instructor  in 
Modern  Languages.  Geo.  M.  Richardson,  Le- 
high, '86,  will  have  charge  of  the  quantitative 
laboratory  vice  J.  B.  Macintosh,  resigned.  In- 
stead of  E.  F.  Miller,  John  J.  Flathers  will  as- 
sist Prof.  Klein  in  the  Department  of  Mechani- 
cal Engineering,  and  G.  W.  Lennox,  Colum- 
bia, ’87,  will  have  C.  N.  Lake’s  position  in  the 
quantitative  laboratory.

Kditors  Lehigh  Burr. — Last  year  the 
condition  of  the  gymnasium  was  the 
cause  of  much  grumbling.  In  the  first  place 
the  shower  bath  could  not  be  used  ; next,  but 
cold  water  could  be  obtained  the  majority  of 
the  time ; and  last,  but  far  from  least,  the  bad 
condition  of  the  bath  rooms  rendered  them 
anything  but  pleasant.  It  was  hoped  that 
during  the  long  months  of  Summer  these 
annoyances  would  be  remedied,  that  the 
shower  bath  would  be  repaired  and  the  bath- 
rooms thoroughly  cleansed;  but  what  was  our  1 


regret  when,  upon  inspecting  the  gymnasium 
not  long  since,  we  found  it  in  precisely  the 
same  condition  that  it  was  three  months  ago. 

It  was  a subject  of  much  comment  last  year 
the  number  of  cuts  from  class  drill,  but  the 
reason  of  this  may  easily  be  seen.  After  forty 
minutes  of  hard  work  at  the  chest-weights  a 
bath  is  positively  necessary,  and  a shower 
bath,  both  by  its  convenience  and  its  after  ef- 
fects, is  the  most  pleasant  to  take.  That  its 
merits  are  fully  appreciated  is  shown  by  the 
constant  use  of  this  bath  when  it  was  in  run- 
ning order  a year  or  more  ago,  and  the  ques- 
tion was  then  raised  why  two  shower-baths 
had  not  been  built  instead  of  one.  Being  con- 
fronted by  the  locked  door  to  this  acme  of 
baths,  the  athlete  tries  one  of  the  bath-rooms. 
Here  he  is  thoroughly  disgusted  by  the  con- 
dition of  the  room.  He  tries  another  and 
another  with  the  same  result ; finally,  giving 
it  up  for  a bad  job,  goes  away  in  anything  but 
a pleasant  condition.  After  this  he  wisely  cuts 
the  gymnasium  entirely. 

And  is  not  our  gymnasium  used  enough 
to  warrant  its  being  kept  in  good  condition  ? 
Let  one  go  there  from  3 to  5 P.  M.  in  the  sea- 
sons when  the  men  are  training  and  he  will 
soon  come  to  a conclusion.  Day  after  day 
the  floor  is  crowded,  all  the  chest-weights  in 
use  and  the  demand  for  dumb-bells  and  Indian- 
clubs  at  a maximum.  If  it  is  so  well  patron- 
ized when  in  its  present  condition,  what  would 
not  the  possibilities  of  such  an  institution  be  it 
kept  up  as  it  should. 

Let  this  matter  be  investigated.  Why 
should  our  gymnasium,  the  pride  of  the  ’Var- 
sity and  the  envy  of  many  institutions  of  learn- 
ing, be  neglected  so  shamefully  ? If  the  pow- 
ers that  be  do  their  duty  in  this  matter  we  are 
sure  the  students  will  do  theirs.  Gym. 

[Note. — The  shower  bath  is  now  being  re- 
paired and  will  soon  be  in  perfect  working  or- 
der. The  condition  of  the  gymnasium  is  not 
so  deplorable  as  our  correspondent  would  make 
out.  It  might,  however,  be  improved,  in  some 
respects.

There  are  a numerous  class  of  self- 
supporting  students  who  go  to  college  with  the  inten- 
tion of  making  and  actually  do  make  the  college 
town  their  home  for  the  four  years  of  the  course. 
They  practically  give  up  their  former  residence,  and 
thereafter  are  absent  from  college  only  during  vaca- 
tion. It  has  been  decided  in  the  courts  that  such  a 
student  can  vote  in  his  college  town,  if  he  is  of  full  age, 
and  has  resided  a year  in  the  State,  four  months  in  the 
county  and  thirty  days  in  the  election  district  where  he 
offers  his  vote.” 


COLLEGE  NOTES. 

— Interest  in  lacrosse  is  rapidly  increasing  at  Wil- 
liams. 

• — The  Freshmen  were  victorious  in  the  annual  rush 
at  Princeton. 

— Dartmouth  began  September  6th  the  one  hundred 
and  twentieth  year  of  its  existence. 

— Amherst  has  361  students  this  year,  the  largest 
attendance  in  the  history  of  the  college. 

— The  Freshmen  succeeded  in  getting  the  clapper 
from  the  bell  on  Thursday  evening. — Princetonian. 

— Yale  has  a Freshman  class  of  337,  of  which  212 
are  in  the  academic  department  and  125  in  the  scien- 
tific. 

— In  the  Yale  rush  the  Freshmen  were  victorious, 
but  the  Sophomores  carried  off  the  honors  in  the 
wrestling  match. 

— Wesleyan  University  opens  the  new  year  with  the 
largest  number  of  students  In  her  history.  The  whole 
number  of  students  in  college  is  216.  a gain  of  26  over 
last  year.  There  are  70  members  of  the  Freshman 
Class. 

— The  President  is  not  a college  man,  but  Mrs. 
Cleveland  is  a college  woman,  and  Dan  Lamont  is  a 
graduate  of  Union.  Acting  Vice  President  Ingalls  is 
a Williams  man.  Secretary  Bayard  has  a business 
education.  Secretaries  Fairchild  and  Endicott  are 
Harvard  men.  Secretary  Whitney  hails  from  Yale, 
Dickinson  from  Michigan  University,  Vilas  from  Wis- 
consin University  and  Garland  from  St.  Mary's  College, 
Kentucky. 

— A week  ago  Wednesday  the  annual  cane  rush  at 
Lafayette  came  off.  The  Freshmen  outnumbered  the 
Sophomores,  but  the  skill  of  the  latter  in  rushing  soon 
began  to  tell,  and,  after  nearly  seven  minutes  fighting, 


the  Sophomores,  with  Long.  Hitchcock,  Coke,  Graff, 
Francisco,  Francis  and  Fox  on  the  cane,  succeeded  in 
carrying  it  through  the  goal.  There  were  numerous 
bloody  noses  and  much  torn  clothing,  but  none  were 
seriously  hurt.

Polk,  University  of  North  Carolina  ; Taylor,  slightest 
rudiments ; Filmore,  not  liberally  educated ; Pierce, 
Bowdoin ; Buchanan,  Dickinson;  Lincoln,  self-edu- 
cated; Johnson,  self-educated;  Grant,  West  Point; 
Hayes,  Kenyon;  Garfield,  Williams ; Arthur,  Union;
